Church of England; may it not without Injuſtice be ſuſpected, that a thing ſo plainly our of ſeu- 
ſon, * — rather from Corruption than Miſtake ; and that thoſe who act this Cholerick part, 
do not believe themſelves, but only purſue higher Directions, and endeavour to make good that 
part of their Coptract, which obligeth them upon a Forfeicure co make uſe of their 1aflaming 
— They might apprehend their Wages would be retrenched, if they ſhould be Mode- 
tate: And cherefore whilſt Violence is their Intereſt, thoſe who have not the ſame Arguments, 


have no reaſon to follow'fuch a Partial Example. 


If there ſhould be men, who by the load of their Crimes againſt the Government, have been 
bowed down to comply with ir againft their Conſcience ; who by incurring the want of a Pardon, 
have drawn upon themſelves the neceſſity of an intire 8efignatior: Such men are to be lamented, 
bar tot to be believed. Nay, they themſelves, when they have diſcharged their Unwelcome 
Task, will be inwardly glad that their forced endeavours do nor ſucceed, and are pleaſed when 
men reſiſt their Inſmuations; which are far from being Voluntary or Sincere, but are ſqueezed 
out of them by the weight of their being ſo Obnoxious. 

If in che heighthef this great dearneſs by comparing things, ir ſhould happen. that at this in- 


- ant, thete is much a ſurer Frierdſhip with choſe who are ſo far from allowing liberty, that they 


allow no living to a Proteſtant under them. Let the Scene lie in what prrt of the World it will, 
the Argument will come home, and ſure it will aftord ſufficient ground to ſuſpect. Apparent 
Contradictions muſt ſtrike us; neither Nature nor Reaſon can digeſt them: Sclf-Flarrery, and 
the deſire to deecive our ſelves to gratifie a preſent Appetite, with all their power, winch is great, 
cannot get the better of ſuch broad Convictton, as ſome things carry along with them. Will you 
call theſe vain and empty Suipirions ? have you been & all times ſo void of Fears and Jealouſies 
as to juſtiſie your being ſo urireafonably Valiant in having none upon this occaſion? Such an ex- 
traordinary Courage at this unſcaſonable time, to ſay no more, is too dangerous a Vertue to be 
commended. | ; 
If chen for theſe and a thouſand other Reaſons, there is cauſe to ſaſpeR, ſure your new Friends 
are not to Diftate to you, or, Agviſe you; for inſtance, The Addreſſes that fly abroad every 
Week, and Murrher us with anather to the ſame; the firſt Draughts are made by thoſe who ire 
very proper to be Secretaries to the Proteſtant Religionzand ir is your part on'y to write them out 
fairer again. Strange! that you who have been formerly ſo much againſt Se: F rms, ſhould now be 
content the Prieſts ſhould Indite for you. The nature of Thanks is an unavoidable conſequence 
of being Pleaſed or Obliged ; they grow in the Heart, and from thence ſhew them(clves either in 
Looks, Speech, Wriring or Action: No man was ever Thankfn! becauſe he was bid to be ſo; but 
becauſe he had, or thought he had ſome Reaſon for it. If then chere is cauſe in this caſe to pay 
ſuch extravagant Acknowledgments, they will flow naturally, withouc taking ſuch pains to pro- 
cure chem; and it is unkindly don: to Tire ali the boſt · Horſes with carry ing Circular Letters to 
ſollicite that v hich would be done without any trouble or conſtraint: If it is really in ir feit ſuch 
a Favour, what needeth ſo much preſſing men to be Thankful, and wich ſuch eager circum- 
ſtances that where P.rſwaſions cannot detude, Threatnings are employed ro fright them 
into a Compliarce? Thanks muit be voluntary, kot only unconttrained , but unſolli- 
cited, clic chey are either Trifſes or Snar.s, they either figmfie nothing, or 2 great deal 
more than is intended by thoſe that give them. If an jafer.ace ſhould be made, Thar hoſo-

There isa great difference hetween enjoying quietiy the advantages of an AR irregularly done 
by others, and the going about to ſupport it againſt the Laws in being: the Law is ſo Sacred, that 
no Treſpaſs agtinſt it is to be Defended; yet Frailries in ſome meaſure be Excuſed, when 
they cannot be Juſtified. The deſire of enjoying a Li from which men have been ſo long 
reſtrained, may be a Temptation that their Reaſon isnotarall times able to reſiſt If -in ſuch a 
caſe, ſome OhieRions are leapt over, indifferent men will be more inclined to lament the Occaſi- 
on, than to fall too hard upon the Fault, whilſt it is covered with che Apology of a good luten- 
tion; but where to reſcue your ſelyes from the Severity of one Law, you give a Blow to all die 


Laws, by which your Religion and Liberty are to be protected; and inſtead- of ſilentiy receiving - 


the benefit of this Indulgence, you ſet up for Advocates to ſupport it, you become voluntary 
Aren, and look like Counſel retained by the Prerogarive againſt — old Friend Magn: 
arta, who hath done nothing to deſerve ing thus under your Diſpleaſure. 

If the caſe then ſhould be, that the Price ex from you for this Liberry, is giving up 
your Right in the Laws, ſure you will think twiee, before yow-go any further in ſuch a loſing 
Bargain. After giving Fhanks for the breach of one Law, you loſe the Right of Com- 
plaining of the breach of all the reſt; you will not very well know. how to defend 


your ſelves, when you are preſſed ; and having given up the Queſtivn , when it was 
for your advantage, you cannot recal it, when it ſhall be to your prejudice. | If you. 


will fer up at one time a Power to help you, which at anocher time by parity+of 
Reaſon ſhall be made uſe of rodeſtroy you, you will neicher be picied, nor relieved againſt a 
Miſchief you draw upon your ſelve# by being fo unreaſonably thankful. Tris like calling in 
Auxiliaries to help, who are ſtrong enough to ſubdue you: In ſuch a caſe your Complaints will 
come too late to be heard. and your Sufferings will raife Mirth inſtead of Compaſſion... . 

If you think, for your excuſe, to expound your Thanks ſo as to reſtrainthem to this particu- 
lar caſe, others, for their ends, will extend them further; and in theſe differing Interpretations, 
that which is back'd by Authority will be the moſt likely ro prevail ; eſpecially when by the ad- 
vantage you have given them, they have in truth the better of the Argument, atd that the Iufe- 
rences from your own Conceſſions are very ſtrong, and expreſs agunſt you. This is fo far from 
being a groundleſs Suppotition, thar there was a late inftance of it, rhe laſt Seſſion of Parliament, 
in the Houſe of Lords, where the firſt Thanks, tho things of courſe, were interpreted to be the 
Approbation of the King's whole Speech, and a Reſtraint from rhe further Examination of any 
part of it, cho never ſo much dillized 3 and ic was with difficulty obtained, not to be excluded 
from che liberty of objecting to this mighty Prerogarive of Diſpenſing, meerly by this innocent 
and uſual piece of good Manners, by which no ſuch rhing could poſſibly be intended. 

This ſheweth, that ſome bounds are to be put to your good Breeding,and that the Conſtiruzon 
of England is too valuable a thing to be ventured upon a Complement. Now. that you havefor 
ſome time enjoyed the benefir of the End, it is time for you to look into the Danger of the 
Means: The ſame Reaſon that made you deſirous to ger Liberty, muſt make you ſollicitous to 
preſerve it; ſo that the next thought will naturally be, not to engage your ſelf beyond Rerreas, 
and to agree ſo far with the Principles of all Religions, as not to rely upon a Death · bed fe-
